1,750 Bombers 
Blast Supplies; 
Holland Raided 


LONDON, May 4.—(#)—Amert 
can Flying Fortresses delivered a 
sharp attack on a Nazi airdrome 
in Holland today, highlighting the 
20th straight day of the Allied aer- 
ial offensive—a day in which 
1,750 bombers striking from Brit- 
ain and Italy by night and day 
dropped 6,000 tons of explosives 
on Hitler’s Europe. 

American Marauders and Havoc 
light bombers and RAF Mitchells 
struck a wide variety of supply de- 
pots and military installations in 
northern France by daylight and 
American Mustangs conducted an 
offensive sweep over Brunswick, 
Germany. 

All the Fortresses, about 250 in 
number, returned safely, as did 
the medium and light bombers. 
Their fighter escort lost three 
planes and downed nine Nazis, 
while the fighters over Germany 
shot down the only German plane 
sighted. ,

The RAF sent out a fleet of 750 
heavy bombers in a series of early 
morning moonlight raids on 
France and Ludwigshafen, Ger- 
many, losing 49, and the Mediter- 
ranean air forces staged their first 
night attack on Bucharest, Ru- 
mania.

LONDON, May .4.—(NANA)— 
The troops who will actually as- 
gault the shores of western Eu- 
rope when the zero hour strikes 
do not share the concern over 


high casualties recently expressed 
by highly placed individuals and 
echoed by the home fronts of the 
United States, Canada and Britain. 

This is probably the most strik- 
ing impression gained by this cor- 
respondent during visits to inva- 
sion encampments and talks with 
hundreds of soldiers who will be 
in the front ranks of the great 
attack. 

There is little to choose between 
the reactions of British, American 
end Canadian troops. Though the 
British soldier is less inclined to 
ponder the possibilities than his 
American or Canadian comrade, 
confidence is uniform not only in 
the mass success of the coming 
operation but also in each indi- 
vidual’s chance of surviving the 
heavy action. The psychological 
preparation of invasion troops has 
apparently been thorough and ef- 
fective. 

REALIZE PERIL 

This does not mean that the 
troops are blind to the hazardous 
nature of the invasion or that they 
expect a free ride to Paris and 
Berlin. They foresee substantial 
casualties, not perhaps as heavy 
as popular imagination envisions, 
but heavy enough to make the as- 
seault an exciting gamble with 
death. They feel it is a good gam- 
ble and they face it without re-

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Attacking Japanese 
Hurled Back in Burma 


SOUTHEAST ASIA HEAD- 
QUARTERS, Kandy, Ceylon, May 
4—(P)—Attacking Japanese 
troops have been thrown back 
with casualties both in northern 
Burma and near the Allied base 
of Kohima in India, it was an- 
nounced today in a brief commu- 
nique from Admiral Lord Louis 
Mountbatten’s headquarters. 

The bulletin said there had been 
no important change in the fight- 
ing around Imphal, 60 miles south 
of Kohima, and for the first time 
in several days did not mention 
the Palel sector, where on Monday 
the Japanese were reported mass- 
ing for an all-out attack on Im- 
phal, 28 miles to the north. 

Dispatches indicated that the 
Imphal fighting was going stead- 
ily in favor of counterattacking 
Allied troops, whose advanced 
units were said to be near the 
edge of the open country north of 
Imphal. The highway between 
Imphal and Kohima, however, still 
was blocked by the Japanese. 

Fluid fighting was reported in 
the mountainous Kohima area. 
The Japanese for several weeks 
have held Kohima village—the na- 
tive quarter—while Allied troops 
hold strong positions surrounding 
Kohima town. The two strong- 
holds are on adjacent ridges, ap- 
proximately a mile apart 
communique said several Japan 
ese raids, presumably in light 
strength, had been repelled. 

In northern Burma Lieutenant 
General Stilwell’s Chinese troops 
and native levies were reported to 
have thrown back two Japanese 
attacks and inflicted severe casual- 
ties on the enemy. 

On the southern Burma front 
British forces captured high 
ground overlooking the Miung- 
daw-Buthedaung road, for which 
the Japanese have been fighting 
with great determination.

North Carolina Democrats indorsed a fourth term for President 


Roosevelt yesterday and lined up 
gates behind him. 
This brought to 410 the number 


of delegates already pledged or 
claimed for Mr. Roosevelt out of 
510 thus far selected. It required 
589 to nominate—one more than 
half the 1,176 convention votes. 

The 410 figure excludes four 
prospective Florida delegates who 
are pledged to Senator Harry F. 
Byrd, of Virginia, but whose votes 
may go to Mr. Roosevelt under the 
unit system. 

Florida Democratic party rules 
require that the state’s 18 national 
convention votes must be cast as 
a unit if two-thirds of the delegates 
agree on a candidate. Late returns 
from Tuesday's primary indicate 
14 delegates favoring a _ fourth 
term and four pledged to, Byrd 
were elected.

WASHINGTON, May 4.—(4)— 
The War Department announced 
today it has instructed all Army 
commanders to follow a “policy of 
strict impartiality in the dissemi- 
nation of political information” to 
troops and issued an outline of its 
instructions, 

The soldier vote law, the depart- 
ment said, permits “rebroadcasts 
of political speeches over govern- 
ment-controlled stations provided 
equal time is given each party.” 

The law permits distribution of 
magazines and newspapers “which 
have a general circulation in the 
United States in accordance with 
a reliable method determined by 
the secretary of war to establish 
preferences of the members of the 
armed forces.” Soldiers may sub- 
scribe individually to any maga- 
zine or newspaper, 
distribution by organizations of 
the Army of such publications will 
be on the basis of soldier prefer- 
ence surveys.

Housing Laws 
Constitutional 


Laws passed by the Georgia 
general assembly authorizing the 
creating of housing authorities to 
eliminate urban and rural slums 
have been held constitutional by 
the state supreme court, in an 
unanimous decision. 

The ruling was made in affirm- 
ing the judgment of the Thomas 
county superior court in dismiss- 
ing injunction proceedings brought 
against the Southwest Georgia 
Housing Authority by Ivan B. 
Steagall to restrain the Authority 
from issuing bonds and continuing 


‘the construction of low-cost homes 


in rural areas. 

The Southwest Georgia Housing 
Authority was set up under the 
acts of the assembly and in co- 
operation with the Federal Hous- 
ing Authority to construct low- 
cost farm homes in 11 southwest 
Georgia counties. 

Steagall’s petition contended the 
five housing acts passed by the 
general assembly in 1937 and 1939 
were unconstitutional because they 
granted tax exemption and au- 
thorized creation of public debt 
without ratification by three-fifths 
of the voters in the area affected. 

“The regional Authority could 
not be correctly classified as a 


municipal corporation within the |} 


meaning of the debt clause of our 
constitution,” Chief Justice R. V. 
Bell wrote in the decision, hold- 
ing the Authority was not “a po- 
litical. subdivision” within the 
meaning of the statute. 

Chief Justice Bell held that 
Steagall’s petition did not show 
that he was in danger of injury, 
“through loss of public funds or 
property,” and that an injunction 
should not be granted “on mere 
apprehension of a party suing as 
a taxpayer.” 

In another decision the supreme 
court affirmed the death sentence 
imposed on John Jones in Clay 
county superior court for the slay- 
ing of Cora Carter. 

The life sentence imposed on 
Matt Cooper in Carroll county su- 
perior court for the slaying of 
John Pollard on December 26, 
1942, was affirmed by the supreme 
court.

LONDON, May 4.—(4)—A mer- 
ciless night attack by Russian 
bombers on the German-Romani- 
an garrison jammed into sur- 
rounded Sevastopol was in 
‘nounced tonight by a Soviet com- 
'munique which said bombing and 
strafing silenced many enemy bat- 
teries, started at least 10 large 
fires and caused many explosions. 

Soviet troops have ringed about 
the Crimean port for two weeks, 
but have held off from a frontal 
assault, apparently to conserve 
manpower. 

The blows by Soviet planes, all 
of which were listed as returning 
to base, might mean that the in- 
fantry was nearly ready to plunge 
in for the kill against the thou- 
sands of the enemy garrison. 


No essential changes on the long 
land fronts were reported by the 
communique, broadcast from Mos- 
cow and recorded here by the 
Soviet monitor. Indicating that 
isome land fighting still was in 
| progress, however, the communi- 
‘que said 47 German tanks were 
destroyed or disabled yesterday. 

Red Star, official army newspa- 
per, reported numerous Russian 
units had penetrated deep into the 
foothills of the Carpathian moun- 
tains. The exact location was not 
given, but it apparently was some- 
where in the mountainous corner 
where the borders of Czechoslo- 
vakia, old Poland, Hungary and 
Romania converge.

Make 1-2 cup white sauce with 2 
tablespoons butter, 2 tablespoons 
flour and 1-2 cup milk. Mix this 
with the chopped spinach and 
season with 1 teaspoon grated 
onion, 1 teaspoon salt, a little pep- 
per and just a tiny pinch of ground 
nutmeg or a few grains of fresh 
grated nutmeg. Mix well, and add 
1 well-beaten egg. Pack into 6 
buttered individual molds or tim- 
bales molds and stand the molds 
in a pan of hot water. Bake in a 
moderate oven for 30 to 40 minutes 
or until the timbales are firm to 
the touch. Turn out carefully on 
a hot platter and garnish each 
first with chopped hard-cooked 
ezg and then with a broiled fresh 
m m.

Buy two pounds lean veal from 
the » Aeavate oo shoulder.

Melt 1-4 
cup drippings or any cooking fat 
in a saucepan, add the meat and 
stir until the meat is browned. 
Add 4 cups cold water, 1 table- 
spoon lemon juice, 1-2 cup thinly 
sliced onion, 1-2 cup cubed car- 
rots and 1-2 cup thinly sliced 
celery.

There 
should be plenty of gravy as the 
dumplings will absorb some of it 
in cooking. 


POTATO AND ‘ONION OMELET 
Chop cold boiled potatoes into 
tiny cubes to make Jl 1-2 cups. 
Chop 1 small onion. Melt 4 table- 
spoons butter in a heavy frying 
pan and put in the potatoes and 
onion mixed. Cover the pan and 
cook slowly until the vegetables 
are brown on the bottom. Mean- 
while beat 6 eggs until frothy and 
mix with 6 tablespoons milk, 1 
teaspoon salt and a little pepper. 
When the vegetables are brown, 
turn them to brown on the other 
side, pour the egg mixture over 
them and continue cooking slowly 
until the eggs are firm. As the 
omelet cooks around the edges, lift 
it gently with a knife and let the 
uncooked portion run underneath. 
When the omelet is firm, fold over, 
turn out on a hot platter and gar- 
nish with watercross. Serves 6.

Slow Actions 
Burn Fewer 
Calories 


By Ida Jean Kain. 


Most of you too thin girls have 
hurryitis. You don’t give the cal- 
ories a chance to catch up with 
your activity. You joke about eat- 
ing so much it makes you thin to 
carry it around, but, really, you 
get around so much you keep thin 
in spite of all you can eat. 

Here is a hurryitis quiz that 
tells whether you have it: If the 
elevator isn’t right there, do you 
sprint up two or three flights of 
stairs instead of waiting? When 
you ride the escalator do you put 
on steam, too, and get there ahead 
of the others? Do you dash to an- 
swer the ’phone and the doorbell? 
Do you take short, quick steps 
when you walk? And when you 
grab a cab do you perch on the 
edge of the seat and urge the driv- 
er to step on it? If you answer 
yes more than no, you will have 
to slow down for curves. 

Slow movements burn fewer 
calories. For -example, walking 
leisurely, say at the rate of two 
and one-half miles an hour, you 
burn only 1.10 calories per pound 
of body weight per hour. But 
when you speed up to three and 
three-quarters miles an hour, you 
burn 1.80 calories per pound. And 
if you race along most'of the time, 
you really use up the calories in a 
hurry. 

To be sure, it takes only a cer- 
tain amount of energy to do a 
given piece of work. But if you 
are geared for speed, you go right 
on to something else so, at the end 
of the day, you have spent many 
more calories than the calm, leis- 
urely moving person. Worst of all, 
you don’t know your own strength 
and don’t realize when you are 
tired. When you go beyond the 
point of normal fatigue, it takes 
twice as long for you to recoup 
your energies. 

Another bad thing about con- 
stant rushing is that it builds up 
tension and tension is a total waste 
of energy. There’s no telling ex- 
actly how many extra calories you 
waste in tension but it can be as 
high as 20 per cent.

Colonel Blake R. Van Leer, regular Army officer who will, on 
July 1, become president of Georgia Tech, yesterday outlined to 
the Board of Regents a plan for the school and the state which 
is inspiring and which must have the complete co-operation of 
all business and all persons. 7 

Colonel Van Leer will seek not merely to develop the under- 
graduate work of the Atlanta institution, but will provide also 
for real graduate and research work. 

Southern universities woefully are short on good graduate 
schools. The entire University system will be strengthened by 
an expanded graduate school at Tech. 

‘It is the research school, or department, which will meet prob- 
ably the greatest economic need of the state in so far as develop- 
ment of the future is concerned. 

We have had painfully little research into the south’s raw 
materials and its possibilities. Such a department, adequately 
financed, will mean a tremendous advance for all the state. 


We earnestly request every large business in the state to com- 
municate with the new president and the Board of Regents to see 
if it is possible financially to support the research department. 
If specific problems are presented for research, out of a company’s 
own business, with Georgia raw materials such as clay, plastics, 
wood pulps, cotton or any other product, the sum appropriated 
is deductable for tax purposes. 

It should be possible for the Board of Regents to work out a 
plan whereby Georgia's economic problems, growing out of what 
we produce and manufacture, may be financed through the 
research department. 

In addition the legislature should appropriate specifically and 
generously for such a department. Research is as gréat a need 
as the state has and not to co-operate with the new plan will be 
the worst sort of pinch-penny folly. 

«We are happy to welcome Georgia Tech’s new president and 
his plans which are so practical and of such enormous value to 
the state and to every person in it.

Firearms 

Editor, Constitution: I have the 
utmost respect for Judge Frank 
Hooper, both as a judge and as 
an individual, I would like to go 
on record, however, with some 
vigor, as being strenuously op- 
posed to his ideas on firearms as 
outlined in his charge to the grand 
jury and reported in your paper. 

The judge says, in substance, 
“thoughtful and_ serious-minded 
people” are considering placing a 
ban on all firearms except for use 
by the military. On the contrary, 
it is the earnest hope of this writer 
that no thoughtful person would 
consider such a procedure. Fire- 
arms legislation of various sorts, 
such as registration and bans of 
various kinds, have been tried in 
several states and many munici- 
palities. It has proved a failure 
in all instances. I would not argue 
theology with a preacher, or law 
with a lawyer, but through a great 
many years’ affiliation with the 
National Rifle Association—com- 
posed of several hundred thousand 
individuals throughout our nation 
—I would claim to know some- 
thing of firearms, anti-firearms 
legislation and kindred subjects. 

The “concealed weapon” law is 
very idiotic. We might as well 
have a law against rain or the 
wind blowing. This law does, of 
course, at times help when a 
criminal is caught with a conceal- 
ed weapon, but until he is caught 
nobody knows whether he has one 
or not. Anti-firearms legislation 
disarms the honest citizen and 
makes him the helpless victim of 
thugdom. Crooks pay no atten- 
tion to a law against the possession 
of firearms or a law requiring 
that they be registered. Why not 
outlaw icepicks, which seems to 
be the favorite murder weapon 
among the Negroes of our com- 
munity? 

Innumerable objections and 
varied reasons against the so-call- 
ed anti-firearms legislation are 
available, and it is my opinion 
that agitation of this subject will 
find quite active opposition and 
indignation on the part of thou- 
sands of our law-abiding citizens, 
thousands of members of the Amer- 
ican Legion, and thousands of 
members of the National Rifle As- 
sociation.

“ENGLISH CHANNEL (Fr. La Manche, the 
sleeve). A reach of the North Atlantic Ocean 
separating England from France, and commonly 
called THE CHANNEL, the most important ma- 
rine thoroughfare in the world. It is connected with the North Sea 
by the Strait of Dover, 20 miles wide at its narrowest point. From 
this strait it extends west-southwest for 280 miles, and joins the 
Atlantic Ocean at the Chops, between the Scilly Isles and Ushant 
Isle, where the breadth is 100 miles. 

“The average breadth is 70 miles; the greatest breadth is 140 
miles—from Sidmouth to Saint-Malo. The average depth of the 
eastern half reaches about 200 feet; at the Strait of Dover the 
depth varies from 6 to 120 feet, while in the western half the depth 
averages about 300 feet, and in places even exceeds 500 feet. A 
coarse gravel covers the bottom. The Channe] occupies about 
30,000 square miles, and contains the Scilly Isles, Channel Islands, 
Isle of Wight, Ushant Isle, and many islets and rocks, especially 
off the coast of Brittany. The Seine is the largest river which 
flows into it. Pilchard, mackerel, and other fish, as well as oysters, 
abound. ' 

“The English coast line, extending from Dover to Land's End, 
is 390 miles long, and the French, extending from Calais to Ushant, 
570 miles. The chief English seaports on the Channel are Fal- 
mouth, Plymouth, Southampton, Portsmouth, Brighton, Folkestone, 
and Dover; the chief French ports are Cherbourg, Havre, Dieppe, 
Boulogne, and Calais. 

“High tides, with a rise of from 37 to 42 feet, prevail on 
south shore. 

: “The phenomenon of double high water is seen between Poole 
and Southampton, the tide coming in first by the Solent, and again 
by. Spithead three hours later. 

“The sea is generally rough and unpleasant for travel, owing to 
the contrary currents. 

“The Oceanus Britannicus of the Romans, the Channel has been 
the scene of many important historical events, including the de- 
struction of the Spanish Armada, the battle of La Hogue, the fight 
between the Kearsarge and the Alabama, etc.’’—The International 
Encyclopedia.

man plane has been made ready; when the weather looks the best; 
when the tides seem most appropriate. 

No mind can grasp all the more than a year of planning, manu- 
facturing, shipping, bombing, fighting, that had to be done before 
that day we call “D” day. 

Even that is: but a part of it. 

The diplomatic field has been, and is, as great a field. 

It, too, must be made ready. The last small piece of the jigsaw 
puzzle of invasion must be known and held ready to drop into the 
completed picture. 

Making these fit into the puzzle is a more difficult job than 
planes and guns and men. Yet fit they must. 

When the day comes we will have to be patient for several days 
until the news comes—until the last piece of the puzzle has been 
dropped in place and the picture made clear.

Is Terrific Reading 


T have read many books during the past five 
or six weeks. Conscience whispers the choice 
has been too much on the entertainment side, 
with little that might prove beneficial to the 

old spirit or add much information. However, there were a few 
really worth reading that slipped into the piles brought home from 
the lending libraries. 

One, particularly, can be highly recommended. But, before 
getting into that, let’s pause to mention “See Here, Private Har- 
grove,” which, although it has been out for quite a while, I hadn’t 
read before. It proved really funny and is mentioned here, today, 
because I notice the screen version is locally on tap this week. If 
the picture is as funny as the book, by all means see it. 

However, to return to our more serious knitting— 

The book, the one that proved so surprisingly worth while, tells 
the story of rubber, from the first discovery of its value, to the 
present-day development of synthetic rubber. The title of the 
volume is “The Weeping Wood,” taken from the native name for 
the rubber trees of Brazil. 

The author is Vicki Baum. 


NEW RESPECT Now, Vicki Baum was one author not on my 
list. Somehow I had received the impression 
she was just one of those feathery tellers of hot romances a la Holly- 
wood whose popularity was confined to women who revel in_the 
vicarious goings-on of married ladies who are not quite afl they 
should be, morally speaking. 
Not having a taste for that type of litter-ature I had not both- 
ered to read any of the Baum output. 
Whatever she may have written in the past, this “The Weeping 
Wood” is worthy of the best among our writers of today. I must 


apologize to Vicki, herewith. 

RUBBER IS THE HERO Of course there are human charac- 
ters in the story, many of them. But 

a eat figure, the “hero” if you will, of the story is rubber 

tself. 

The volume is divided into “books,” each dealing with one period 
in the story of rubber. The first tells of the missionary-priest who 
tried to make a priest of the native boy he had raised deep in the 
forests of Brazil, only to have that boy run away because he could 
sell rubber to the Scotch trader who sent the first shipload of the 
stuff to Boston. 

There ig the story of the efforts to discover the secret of vul- 
canizing rubber. The story of how it was first used as rubber 
boots, but how they smelt so vilely and melted in the heat of the sun. 

There is the story of the British naturalist who shipped a cargo 
of seeds from the rubber trees past the noses of the Brazil officials 
who were trying to enforce an embargo on the plants... And how 
those seeds were taken to Kew Gardens in London and there made 
to grow in hothouses and how the resultant saplings were shipped 
to India and to Malaya and there made the basis for the great 
rubber plantations. 

There is the story of the frightful atrocities inflicted on the na- 
atives of South America where the rubber grew and of the ex- 
ploitation of workers in the tire factories of Akron, until the work- 
ers won recognition of their union. 

And there is the story of the loss of the rubber-producing areas 
in the east to the Japanese and the efforts, here, to make a syn- 
thetic rubber to replace the natural material. 


TREMENDOUS RESEARCH (To write such a book involves 

tremendous advance research. 
There is evidence, in its pages, of months of terrifically hard study 
by the author. It is the sort of task few of us ~would have the 
spirit to begin or the character to continue as long as necessary. 

It is a story so horrible, in places, that the author felt it neces- 
sary, in a brief preface, ta apologize for one or two of the chapters. 
Yet, it is undeniably true and we can never understand this world 
in which we live, as we must understand it, if we do not have 
access to the true stories of the past and the truth we seek for 
the future. 

There are chapters of frightfulness. But, after all, the utmost 
in brutality and cruelty, practiced upon the helpless Indians of 
South America when rubber grew there, is no worse than the 
brutalities practiced in our own day by the Nazis upon the help- 
less victims of their racial fantasy and their deliberate attempts 
to destroy entire populations of the hapless nations they have 
conquered, 

If you seek history that never attempts to gloss over or excuse 
the shameful things men have done, and if you seek knowledge 
about a material that has formed the pattern of our modern civi- 


lization, by all means read the story of rubber as told by Vicki 
Baum in “The Weeping Wood.”

No Credentials 

De Gaulle has no credentials 
from the French people. Nobody 
has. They were disrupted and 
filled with hate among themselves 
for a long time before the war, 
and it would be no more correct 
to accept De Gaulle’s pretensions 
than to select almost any other 
man with a clean record of oppo- 
sition or forced submission to the 
Germans. The only reason to ac- 
cept him would be the assumption 
that he could establish a strong; 
and hard-boiled rule to keep the 
country in reasonably good order 
and relieve the rescuing armies 
of Americans and Britons of the 
necessity to protect their rear 
from treacherous ingratitude and 
police the population. 

De Gaulle seems to forget that 
it was the failure of France tnat 
now has made it necessary for the 
invaders to storm the beaches. 
Men who were there in 1918 and 
again in 1940 reported that the 
French soldiers of 1940 were no 
true sons of their fathers and that 
elements of the army which were 
infected with Communism gladly' 
quit because, in those days in 
France as well as here, the Com- 
munists were actively helping 
Hitler. Yet De Gaulle has accept- 
ed Communists as good and 
worthy Frenchmen. 


No Contribution 

France ‘will be fortunate to be 
saved at all and De Gaulle’s own 
contribution has consisted mainly 
of obstruction and political quib- 
bling reminiscent of the disastrous 
and disgraceful party squabbles 
in the chamber of deputies before 
the collapse. And the French peo- 
ple can be sure that whatever 
temporary administration the 
Americans and British might es- 
tablish until the fighting ends in 
Germany and the time comes 
when it will be possible to attempt 
to hold elections will be consider- 
ably less painful than the rule of 
the Nazis. 

This country has had some 
grotesque illusions about France 
and the French character, a hang- 
over of the great crush which’ be- 
gan before 1914 and cooled some- 
what when French mobs prowled 
the streets shouting, “down with 
the debt!” And jeering Americans 
in the streets. If the United States 
ever owed a debt to Lafayette it 
was paid in full long ago, and 
while there is no false idea now 
that the impending invasion is in- 
tended for the benefits of France, 
alone, the soldiers who do the job 
and those behind them at home 
cannot ignore the fact that other- 
wise’ France would remain in 
Slavery indefinitely. 


On the record to date it seems

More About 
Montgomery Ward Case 


WASHINGTON.—There is something nauseat- 
ing about all of the political drum-beating that 
continues to grow out of the government seizure 
of the Montgomery Ward plant. 

Administration critics in congress are having a field day over 
the developments. Investigations have been demanded in both the@ 
house and the senate. Every effort is being made to whip the 
seizure into a live issue in the campaign. ; 

All sorts of loose-lipped charges are being hurled with reckless 
abandon. It smacks of totalitarian dictatorship, cries Representa- 
tive Ham Fish, of New York. It is the essence of the Gestapo and 
Hitler’s tactics, wails Senator Byrd, of Virginia. Attorney General 
Biddle aims to set himself up as an American Hitler, warns Sen- 
ator Pat McCarran, of Nevada. 

These are the same old foggy voices we have heard before, 
seeking to arouse the people over false issues. Dictatorship, Ges- 
tapo and Himmlerism! The public must be getting bored with their 
vapid mutterings. We have heard the same old refrain no® for 
a half dozen years and more. 

It is nothing but the anvil chorus starting all over again—the 
chorus of the same old sour-noters who have shouted their lungs 
off at every half-baked provocation of the past. 


The present hullabaloo finds its origin, of course, in 
ORIGIN the refed of Mr. Sewell Avery, a moss-back anti- 
quarian, to accept a decree of the War Labor Board with respect to 
the recognition, under an act of congress, of the labor union which 
claims to represent a majority of his company’s (Montgomery 
Ward) 80,000 employes. at 

After he had thus flouted the constituted government authorities 
and precipitated a strike of his workers, the attorney general moved 
in, on orders of the President, and seized his plant—as other plants 
have been seized before. When Mr. Avery refused to recognize 
the authority of the attorney general to make the seizure, he him- 
self was seized by the seat of his pants and tossed out into the 
street, which is as it should be, it seems. 

Because of this incident we hear all the charges of dictator- 
ship, Hitlerism and Gestapo. : 

If the government can do that to a great industrial concern, it 
is argued, it can do the same thing to every little corner drugstore 
over the land. Well, so what? | 

The government can and must do many things in time of war 
that would be unheard of during times of peace. National neces- 
sity demands as much. The manufacturers of automobiles did not 
revolt when they were told they were out of the automobile busi- 
ness for the duration. We needed their facilities for the produc 
tion of war munitions—tanks and guns and planes. 

Suppose these automotive heads had refused to co-operate, in- 
sisting on their constitutional rights to produce what they pleased? 
Suppose they had chosen to ignore the Wagner Act and re 
collective bargaining agreements with labor to the point of forcing 
strikes? Does anyone think we should have permitted them to 
have their way? Certainly not. 

Montgomery Ward is in the same category. Any argument that 
the company is not engaged in war business falls with the state- 
ment, as has been made by Representative Sabath, of Illinois, that 
it has been given $100,000,000 in government contracts. 


NOTHING ADDED Nothing is added to the controversy by 
the silly charges that. are being made 
about the government's action constituting acts of totalitarianism, 
dictatorship and Himmlerism. We are asked to believe that all of 
our institutions, all of our constitutional processes, are being crum- 
bled in the dust by this act on the part of the government. 

Well, let’s see: According to accepted American traditions and 
practices, when an issue arises as to the legality of an act of gov- 
ernment the courts are called upon to decide. The judiciary is 
still an independent component of government, and no one has 
charged that it is being terrorized by the chief executive in the 
present case. 

The Montgomery Ward case is now in the hands of the courts. 
The court will decide whether Attorney General Biddle’s broad 
views of the President's war powers in connection with plant 
seizures are correct, : 

If the decision of the courts upholds the government position, 
the right of congress to change the law under which the President 
acted remains. 

Congress algo has the right to modify the Wagner Act, source 
of the presenf controversy, any time and in any way it pleases. 

And congress is still being elected by popular vote. 

Where under these circumstances does any.charge of dictator- 
ship or totalitarianism apply? Obviously only in the misguided 
minds of those who make the charge. 

Perhaps the government should have ignored the Montgomery 
Ward case and allowed the company’s 80,000 employes to go on 
strike and precipitate a huge work stoppage. That is what would 
have happened in normal times. 

But if the White House had permitted a thing of the kind we 
would have had the same wailing complaints from the critics, 
slightly twisted to condemn the government for its ineptitude. 
There is just no pleasing them. ‘

There are swell 
people in any nation, and I know 
that in our crazy little group there 
was a genuine fondness for many 
of our Italian friends. 

Thus buoyed and puffed up by 
this international osculation I 
floated onto the plane and we 
were off. On the way out we flew 
right past the magnificence of 
Vesuvius, but I was feeling badly 
about leaving and didn’t even 
want to look out, or look back, so 
I didn’t. 

We flew most of the day and far 
into the night. Crossing the Med- 
iterranean I knotted myself up on 
top of a pile of mail sacks and 
slept half the trip away. 

And then, in a different plane, 
over western Algeria and Moroc- 
co, I got myself a-blanket, stretch- 
ed out on the floor and slept for 
hours.

ROMANTIC SPELL 

I've written many times that 
war isn’t romantic to the people 
in it. Seldom have I ever felt any 
drama about the war or about my- 
self in two years overseas. But 
here in that plane all of a sudden 
things did seem romantic. 

A heavy darkness had come in- 
side the cabin. Passengers were 
indistinct shapes, kneeling at the 
|' windows to absorb the spell of the 
‘hour. The remnants of the sun 
streaked the cloud-banked horizon 
ahead, making it vividly red and 
savagely beautiful. 

We were high, and the motors 
'throbbed in a timeless rhythm. Be- 
low us were the green peaks of 
the Atlas mountains, lovely in the 
softening shroud of the dusk. Vil- 
‘lages with red roofs nestled on 
'the peak tops. Down there lived 
‘sheep men—obscure mountain 
‘men who had never heard of a 
nebelwerfer or a bazooka. Men 
at home at the end of the day in 
the poor, narrow, beautiful secur- 
ity of their own walls. 

And there high in the sky above 
and yet part of it all were plain 
Americans incongruously away 
from home. For a moment it 
seemed terribly dramatic that we 
should be there at all amid that 
darkening beauty so far away, so 
foreign and so old. 

It was one of those moments im- 
possible to transmit to another 
mind. A moment of overpowering 
beauty, of the surge of a march- 
ing world, of the relentlessness of 
our own fate. It made you want to 
cry.
